VISTTORS. 


The anticipations of the Directors in regard to the increase 
in the number of visitors at the Society’s Garden, have been 
fully realized. From the lst of March, 1875, to the Ist of 
March, 1876, the very large number of 419,776 persons have 
passed through the gates. An increase of 68,972 over 
the preceding year. The very great attractions of the 
Garden, and its collection, added to its immediate prox- 
imity to the main railroad approaches of our city, have caused 
its availability as an resort for excursions from adjacent 
counties to become generally recognized. To add to the 
accommodation of this class of visitors,a place of deposit 
for packages, bundles, &c , has been provided; and a handsome 
Restaurant, under the Society’ s control, has been erected. Itis 
expected that a siding and station will shortly be erected on 
the Junction railroad, directly at the southern entrance, so 
that excursionists can be landed directly at our gates.

LOAN. 


Since the last report there has been subscribed to the loan 
of the Society, $127,675, making together with the Cope 
subscription, the funded indebtedness of the Society, on 
March Ist, 1876, $243,511. The interest on the Cope 
subscription, due September 1st, 1875, amounting to $785.48, 
and also that coming due September, 1876, has been given by 
the Trustees to the Society, and has been appropriated towards 
the construction of tanks for Sea Lions. The Board will, most 
likely, at an early date, determine the amount at which the 
funded debt of the Society shall be fixed. In this event the 
amount remaining undisposed of will probably be small, and 
it will be necessary for those who desire to partake of the 
benefit of this investment to make early application therefor. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 


In the past, as will necessarily be the case for some years 
to come, heavy drains upon the resources of the Society have 
been made in erecting permanent buildings. 


The southern half of the Carnivora House has been erected, 
and the building has been entirely completed, at an addi- 
tional cost over that previously reported, of $23,400, making 
in all $48,400. The external iron cages for the summer use 
of the animals in this house, have been erected ata cost of 
$8,300, along the western and southern exposures; a hand- 
some iron railing at the edge of the path, surrounds these 
cages, at a distance safe for visitors. 


A house for Elephants, Rhinoceros, &c., 195 feet long by 
55 feet broad, has been erected near the lake. It affordsa 
single row of elevated enclosures, a broad walk and retiring 
rooms for spectators, and ample accommodations for hay, &e. 
is of brick, with granite base, with second story of wood, slated 
and cost, complete, $38,200. 


A Restaurant has been built near the last named house. 
It is of good dimensions, containing a principal room 60 by 30 
feet, with several bay windows opening into it, intended for 
private parties. A capacious verandah, 20 feet wide, of iron 
and stone, extends around it, Its total cost will be $15,000. 


A pond for Sea Lions and Seals has been completed near 
the Lake. Its walls are of brick, laid in cement, coped with 
flag stone. Its cost has been $3,900. 
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The erection of the Northern Entrance Houses, near 
Girard Avenue, was begun in December last, but work has 
been suspended during the winter. 


The Society is now building a line of Carriage Shelters, 
which will accommodate 30 vehicles at one time, near the 
Girard Avenue Entrance. 


The building now used for that purpose being unfitted 
therefor, the directors have adopted a plan for an Aviary, 
150. feet long. It will be put under contract as soon as 
possible.

To the President and Directors of Philadelphia Zoological Society, 
Gentlemen :—As long as our present ignorance prevails of medicines 
necessitating purely empirical methods in the treatment of diseases, the 
articles of the materia medica can be expected to relieve but little and un- 
certainly the ills that flesh is heir to, and still less those diseases that affect 
the lower animals. In the absence of any rational theory in pathology, 
the experience of Zoological Societies has been that drugs are of compari- 
tively little use in relieving really serious troubles, but that much can be 
done in preventing disease by careful study of the animals, and by placing 
them under conditions approximating as nearly as possible to those of 
natures as is compatible with the necessities of a menagerie. My expe- 
rience as Prosector to the Zoological Society convinced me that during 
the first six months of the existence of the Garden, the principal causes of 
death were three: 1st, Improper food, both in quantity and quality ; 2d, 
Effects of Temperature , 3d, IJ] constructed cages, wanting in sufficient 
Space and deficient is necessary appurtenances, such as water to bathe in, 
trees to climb, soil to burrow in, &c., according to the nature of the 
animal, These defects were such as are incidental to the early history of 
all similar institutions, and have now been remedied by attention to and 
careful study of the habits of the animals, particularily of our native 
ones, whose mode of life was not understood. The present excellent con- 
dition of the animals and the very moderate mortality of the past year 
as compared with the preceeding one, I attribute to the effects of a common 
sense hygienic treatment, the result of careful attention and watchfulness 
on the part of the directors and those officially connected with the Garden. 
The following list gives in tabular form the animals that have died in 
the garden since January, 1875 to May, 1876, with the cause of death as 
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far as was possible to be determined. Where no definite cause of death could 
be found, the previous history generally showed that the animal, after 
arriving in the Garden, was found to be old or in poor condition, and
